Governor Fuller Warren 


Good evening, my friends and fellow citi¬ 
zens of Florida: 

In last month's radio report, I took you on 
a behind-the-scenes tour of some of the 
agencies of State government, and told you 
of their activities for your benefit. Tonight, 
I want to discuss several subjects of varying 
nature, all of which point to one fact: 1950 
is going to be another big year for Florida. 

Yesterday in St. Petersburg one of the 
best and finest men in Florida was murdered. 
Charlie Schuh was one of my dearest friends. 
During two terms in the Legislature he ren¬ 
dered unselfish service to the entire State. 
Upon first learning of his death, I thought 
of cancelling this broadcast. But I talked 
to his bereaved father this morning, and he 
said he believed Charlie would want me to 
go on with it. 

I am glad to be able to report to you 
progress. Business was never better in 
Florida. Most workers are earning more 
money. Building is booming. All of us arc 
aware of this, to some degree, but the eco¬ 
nomists have nailed it down statistically. 
Economists say that bank debits provide the 
most reliable yardstick by which to measure 
a state’s business strides. And Florida bank 
debits, as a basic barometer of business 
conditions, ballooned 11 percent during the 
first quarter of 1950 compared with the 
same period in 1949, which was a peak 
year. 

New developments in agriculture and in¬ 
dustry are strengthening Florida’s sound and 
expanding economy. These two fields con¬ 
tribute around two-thirds of our annual in¬ 
come. The other third is derived, directly 
or indirectly, from tourists. So the tourist 
industry affects the pocketbooks of all of us. 
And that is why it is so important that we 
do everything in our power to encourage it. 
Competent authorities say that the tourist 
business brought approximately $800,000,000 
to our state last year. I believe it is pos¬ 


sible to make tourism a billion-dollar indus¬ 
try in 1950! 

The State Chamber of Commerce esti¬ 
mates that 4,700,000 tourists found rest, 
relaxation and recreation in Florida last year. 
This vast multitude who sought and found 
in Florida surcease from worry and bad 
weather exceeds by far the largest number 
of visitors who ever came to our state dur¬ 
ing any previous year. 

My Administration is grateful to have had 
an humble part in this tremendous expansion 
of Florida’s exceedingly profitable tourist 
industry. Last year, for the first time, the 
State Advertising Commission put on a hard¬ 
hitting campaign for summer tourists. Last 
fall the State Hotel Commission, in co-opera¬ 
tion with the State Hotel Association, spon¬ 
sored a tour of Florida by travel and resort 
editors of many of the nation’s leading news¬ 
papers. 

As a direct result of this tour of Florida, 
our state got vast and valuable free publicity 
in some of the biggest newspapers in the 
United States. It seems reasonable to assume 
that many of the new visitors to Florida last 
year were influenced to come here by the 
highly favorable news articles that were 
written by the travel and resort editors who 
came, saw and were convinced. 

It was my privilege to have a personal 
part in this profitable program for attracting 
more winter and summer visitors to Florida. 
Last year, over New York City’s municipal 
broadcasting station, I invited everybody in 
the whole state of New York and surround¬ 
ing territory to come to Florida for a long 
or short visit. At Hialeah Race Track, on 
Flamingo Day, I had the pleasure of per¬ 
sonally greeting a New Yorker I had invited 
to come to Florida for fun, frolic and fine 
food. 

At the Southern Governors’ Conference in 
Biloxi, Mississippi, which is quite a resort 
in its own right, I urged other Southern 


Governors to urge their constituents to come 
to Florida for the winter or the summer, or 
both. 

In a speech at Lebanon, Tennessee, last 
October, I advised several hundred shiver¬ 
ing Tennesseans to come down to Florida 
and thaw out. 

A few months ago, in Tampa, I told a 
multitude of baseball managers and mag¬ 
nates to please spread the word across the 
nation that in Florida people live longer and 
happier. The Sporting News, “the Bible of 
Baseball,” carried my earnest little plea to 
nearly every inhabited place in the United 
States. Mr. Bill Cunningham, the great and 
gifted columnist of the Boston Herald and 
many other great newspapers, who was pres¬ 
ent at the Tampa baseball dinner, took up 
where I left off in my Tampa speech and 
went on to tell the nation that Florida was 
the nearest tiling to heaven this side of the 
Celestial City itself. 

When I catch up on the mountain of 
work here in Tallahassee, I am going to go 
North and West and tell the people to visit 
Florida and get a preview of paradise. 

I have not only been doing my best to en¬ 
tice more tourists to Florida, but I have also 
been doing all I could to persuade Northern 
industrialists to locate industries in Florida, 
and out-of-state investors to invest their idle 
cash in a sure thing—Florida. 

The Journal of Commerce, the Koran of 
the Capitalists, recently published a feature 
article by your Governor pointing out that 
risk capital took practically no risk at all 
when invested in Florida. 

The American Banker, the only daily 
banking newspaper in the United States, 
recently front-paged a speech by your Gov¬ 
ernor to the Florida Bankers Association in 
which I extolled the economic soundness of 
Florida and pointed with pride to its tre¬ 
mendous progress. 

I am glad to be able to tell you tonight 
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that I have been negotiating with a New 
York industrialist about investing approxi¬ 
mately $8,000,000 in a vast manufacturing 
plant in Florida. By my next monthly “Re¬ 
port to the People” I believe I’ll be able to 
bring you the glad tidings that work will 
soon begin on this vast industrial enter¬ 
prise. 

At this point, let me thank my friends in 
Florida for the many invitations to speak at 
various gatherings over the state. I would 
like nothing better than to get around and 
talk to people. However, because the com¬ 
plexities of modern life make your govern¬ 
ment more and more complicated, the duties 
of my office require that I spend more and 
more time at my desk. I can get away from 
Tallahassee only occasionally, and I appre¬ 
ciate the understanding that has been shown 
by persons whose invitations I have had to 
decline with sincere regrets. I am forced to 
stay in Tallahassee most of the time, and 
utilize these monthly broadcasts to speak to 
all of you at once. 

On another subject, one of the great indus¬ 
trial enterprises in Florida has signally recog¬ 
nized the efforts of this Administration to at¬ 
tract new industries and industrial payrolls 
to our state. The Florida Power & Light 
Company, which is headed by McGregor 
Smith, one of the most progressive and pub¬ 
lic-spirited men in the South, has put out a 
big advertisement featuring our efforts to 
promote the progress of this state. 

To my knowledge, this is the first time 
that private enterprise has so recognized 
governmental leadership in Florida. It 
prompts me to this observation: Our great 
and profitable system of private enterprise, 
.aided, encouraged and abetted by govern¬ 
ment, both State and Federal, is moving 
majestically to even higher heights of profit 
and public good. 

Incidentally, the Florida Power & Light 
Company is the subject of an illustrated 
article that covers many pages of this month’s 
Fortune magazine. As you know, Fortune is 
a magazine widely circulated among Ameri¬ 
ca’s top-flight business and industrial execu¬ 
tives—the people we want so much to reach 
with the message of Florida’s industrial ad¬ 
vantages. Thus, this acclaim for a Florida 
company really has its importance to all of 
us by evidencing the stable foundation on 
which this state’s prosperity is built. 

Now, back to the topic of advertising 
Florida. We must recognize the fact that 
competition among resort areas is getting 
much keener. I am reminded of this by a 
newspaper clipping I received a few days 
ago from a friend in Tucson, Arizona. The 
story was about a three-day convention of 
the Arizona Hotel Association, at which a 
“war” on Florida was plotted. The story 
quoted the association’s president, a Mr. John 
A. Rockwell of Phoenix, as saying they had 
to do something—and I quote—“to offset 
damaging competition that has arisen from 
the tremendous advertising campaign of 
Florida.” Unquote. 


That’s quite a compliment. But the “tre¬ 
mendous advertising campaign” of which 
Mr. Rockwell spoke doesn’t involve great 
sums of money. Actually, Florida adver¬ 
tising expenditures have been greatly re¬ 
duced in the past year because of lack of 
funds. The truth is: we’ve just got more to 
advertise than any other state, and we do 
it more effectively. 

For example, a single advertisement placed 
in newspapers throughout the country early 
in January brought in more than 4,500 re¬ 
plies within three days after it appeared. 
March inquiries received by the Advertising 
Commission totaled 29,319, which was 4,500 
more than the office received in March, 
1949, and more than twice the number re¬ 
ceived in March, 1948. April inquiries are 
still running at the same high level, with 
indications that the same comparison will 
prevail. 

The greater volume of inquiries, plus 
the fact that we haven’t been spending as 
much money on advertising, can mean only 
one thing: the tourist business in Florida 
this summer will surpass that of last sum¬ 
mer, which everyone agreed was the best 
summer season in Florida history. 

We’re pumping it a little more ,too. In 
our desire to boost Florida as a year-round 
resort, the Advertising Commission has 
budgeted a total of $73,935 for advertising 
and promotion between April and Septem¬ 
ber of this year. Because the communities of 
West Florida and the upper East Coast, in 
particular, seek summer vacation business 
and draw largely from the Southeastern 
states, we have scheduled a strong program 
of vacation advertising to cover those areas. 
In our national advertising, we are co-operat¬ 
ing closely with the transportation com¬ 
panies serving Florida and which are seeking 
to attract more summer business. 

The response to our industrial and agri¬ 
cultural advertising also has been terrific. 
Only a few days ago I looked through the 
stack of inquiries that arrived in one mail 
delivery. They were from all over the United 
States—from Mamaroneck, New York; Akron, 
Ohio; from Normandy, Missouri; Plymouth, 
Michigan; Burlington, Vermont, and Cape 
Girardeau, Missouri, to mention just a few. 

A man in Jenkintown, Pennsylvania, wrote 
that he was interested in starting a mill sup¬ 
ply business in Florida, and asked for infor¬ 
mation. A Galion, Ohio, man sought sugges¬ 
tions for investing between $10,000 and 
$20,000 in a man’s clothing store business 
between Ft. Pierce and Daytona. A young 
lady from Brooklyn wanted to open a toy 
store in a new community in Florida. 

As you can well understand, such inquiries 
often require considerable research to an¬ 
swer. However, we regard every one of these 
people as potential friend, customer, investor 
and permanent resident of Florida. Every 
possible effort is made to answer each letter 
courteously and completely. 

Your State Administration is not overlook¬ 
ing a bet to bring new settlers to Florida. 


Every agency under my direction keeps an 
eye on that major objective. The State Road 
Department designs every project with 
tourist traffic in mind. As a specific example, 
there is the $42,000,000 expressway and 
bridge project in Jacksonville, on which the 
initial contract was let earlier this month. 
This project, while a great blessing to Duval 
County, also will break the arterial traffic 
bottleneck that clouds Jacksonville’s title of 
being Florida’s “Gateway City” and thus 
benefit the rest of the state, particularly the 
East Coast. For development of the lower 
West Coast, there is the Pinellas-Manatee 
bridge across Tampa Bay, on which plans 
are well-advanced. 

Permit me to give you another illustration 
of our concern for the tourist industry. The 
State Aviation Division, about which the 
general public hears little, is engaged in a 
campaign to acquaint the nation’s flying 
enthusiasts with Florida’s unparalleled flying 
weather. The division’s audience is the more 
than one-half million airmen in the rest of 
the country—all potential visitors. 

State Aviation Director Wally Schanz, 
who is known personally by hundreds of 
out-of-state fliers, also is embarking on a 
project to make Florida the best air-marked 
state in the nation, thus contributing to the 
safety of all who go aloft whether in com¬ 
mercial or private planes. 

Florida once enjoyed the distinction of 
being the best air-marked state, but the 
markers were obliterated for security reasons 
during the war. More than 260 such markers 
—which indicate the direction of airports, 
point North and give latitude and longitude 
—already have been re-painted on roofs west 
of the Apalachicola River. Last week the 
State Budget Commission released $9,000 to 
paint 300 more such markers elsewhere in 
the state, the money coming from the 
mileage tax paid by commercial airlines for 
the right to travel over Florida. 

Speaking of releases, I suppose all of you 
know that the Budget Commission has been 
able to release an additional $2,374,000 for 
the public school system. This brought the 
minimum school foundation fund payments 
to within 5 percent of the full amount ap¬ 
propriated by the 1949 Legislature. It was 
made possible by savings and economies 
effected by all departments of State gov¬ 
ernment, and by an unexpected increase in 
revenue from sources other than the limited 
sales tax. 

That we are able to come so close to pro¬ 
viding the money for the full appropriation 
for the schools is nothing short of astound¬ 
ing. I say it is astounding in view of the 
fact that, prior to enactment of the limited 
sales tax, the State Treasury faced a deficit 
of $55,000,000 for the current two fiscal 
years. The biennial appropriation for the 
schools alone totals nearly $99,800,000. 
We’re coming within 5 percent of meeting 
the full appropriation for the schools, which 
some people thought we could never do.

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Olustee Battlefield . . .

(Editors Note: Olustee Battlefield is one of the numerous historic 
sites and monuments which were placed under the jurisdiction of the 
Florida Board of Parks and Historic Memorials, a State Agency, on 
July 1, 1949.) 

The Battle of Olustee (Ocean Pond), February 20, 1864, 
was the major engagement of the Civil War in Florida. 
The campaign that culminated in the battle began when 
General Q. A. Gillmore sent a Federal expedition from 
Hilton Head, South Carolina, to occupy Jacksonville for 
a third time. The general objectives were to break up 
communications between East and West Florida, thus 
depriving the Confederacy of large quantities of food sup¬ 
plies drawn from East and South Florida; to procure for 
Northern use Florida cotton, turpentine and timber; to 


obtain recruits for Negro regiments; and to induce Union¬ 
ists in East Florida to organize a loyal state government. 

The expedition landed on February 7 under the com¬ 
mand of General Truman A. Seymour. The next day 
Federal raiders fanned out from Jacksonville, meeting lit¬ 
tle opposition. On February 9 they took Baldwin, the 
junction of the railroads from Fernandina to Cedar Keys 
and from Jacksonville to Tallahassee. There they seized 
supplies worth half a million dollars. By February 11 
their cavalry had penetrated to within three miles of Lake 
City but, after a sharp skirmish with hastily entrenched 
Confederates, withdrew to Sanderson. 

The Confederates encountered near Lake City were 
under the command of General Joseph Finegan. At the 
time of the invasion, his forces numbered scarcely 1,200 
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men widely scattered over East Florida. Upon learning 
of Seymours landing, he called for reinforcements, which 
were sent from Middle Florida and Georgia and concen¬ 
trated near Lake City. The only natural defensive features 
of the country, which was flat and covered by open pine 
forests, were numerous lakes and streams. On February 
13, General Finegan selected a position near Olustee Sta¬ 
tion that offered a maximum natural protection and began 
defensive works along a line from Ocean Pond on the left 
to a small pond south of the railroad on the right. The 
position was strong if attacked directly from the front, 
but could be readily turned. 

The Federals, meanwhile, hesitated as to the course they 
should take. General Gillmore had given instructions that 
Union troops should not advance in force beyond Barbers 
at the Little St. Marys River. Somewhat inexplicably, 
therefore, General Seymour decided on February 17 that 
he would move against Lake City, meet the enemy there, 
and push his cavalry westward to destroy the railroad 
bridge over the Suwannee River. With this end in view, 
on February 19 he concentrated the main body of his 

troops at the Little St. Marys and at Sanderson.

The Federal force consisted of one cavalry and three 
infantry brigades and three batteries of artillery. Its 
effective strength was 5,500 officers and men and sixteen 
guns. About one-third were Negro troops, the white 
soldiers being mainly from New York, Connecticut, New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts. The Confederate force, 
two-thirds of whom were Georgians, consisted of one 
cavalry and two infantry brigades and three batteries, 
with an effective strength of 5,200 officers and men and 
twelve guns. The opposing forces, therefore, were about 
equal in number, except that the Federals had an ad¬ 
vantage in artillery of four guns. 

Early on the morning of February 20, the Federals set 
out in two columns. One advanced down the sandy road, 
the other along the railroad. The day was clear, and 
warm with the sunlight that poured through the pines. 
Dust from the feet of marching men formed a haze of 
gleaming motes between the tall trees. As the columns 
neared Olustee, a regiment was sent ahead to throw out 
skirmishers. 

About an hour before noon, General Finegan sent for¬ 
ward his cavalry and supporting infantry with orders to 
skirmish with the enemy and draw them to the prepared 
Confederate position. Deciding, however, that General 
Seymour would be too cautious to attack directly a posi¬ 
tion that could be turned, he soon abandoned the idea of 
enticing the Federals to his line. About 12:30 P. M. he 
sent forward three regiments under General A. H. Colquitt 
with instructions to attack whatever force was met and to 


ask for assistance if needed. The result of this decision 
was that the battle was fought on an open field with no 
advantage of ground to either side. 

The Confederate cavalry made contact with the advance 
Union elements about 12:30 P.M. For an hour and a half 
the Federal skirmish line advanced steadily, keeping up a 
running fire with the cavalry. The latter fell back to the 
crossing of the road and railroad, two and a quarter miles 
east of Olustee, where General Colquitt’s troops were en¬ 
countered. The main body of Federal troops followed 
slowly and advanced on the field in columns of brigades. 
Soon the sharp crackle of rifles and the dull thud of can¬ 
non, as they sent their balls crashing through the pine 
trees, indicated that the battle had fairly begun. 

The Confederate line was formed with cavalry on each 
flank and infantry in the center. Seymour’s plan was to 
place his three artillery batteries in the center, with at¬ 
tacking infantry on each side. While attempting to deploy 
into position, the Federal infantry became confused and 
prevented effective use of their own artillery. Under 
tremendous fire from the Confederates^ the batteries lost 
so many men and animals that they were forced to aban¬ 
don their position, leaving six of their guns which were 
captured by the advancing Confederates. These events 
were critical, and though the Federal infantry rallied and 
fought gallantly, they were not able to stem the Confeder¬ 
ate advance. 

Late in the afternoon the Confederates ran out of am¬ 
munition. The regiments were halted and the few who 
had cartridges returned a slow fire to the brisk bombard¬ 
ment from the other side. Staff officers, couriers, and 
orderlies rode at utmost speed between the front and an 
ammunition car on the railroad in the rear, bringing 
cartridges in haversacks, pockets, and caps to the men in 
the line. Ammunition and the last troops held back near 
Olustee arrived about the same time, and a general ad¬ 
vance caused the Federals to withdraw, leaving their 
dead and wounded behind. 

Olustee was a bloody field. Confederate casualties 
were 93 killed, 847 wounded, and 6 missing. The Union 
losses were so great—203 killed, 1152 wounded, and 506 
missing—that in Federal camps the battle was spoken of as 
a second Dade Massacre. 

The Confederates failed to gather the full fruits of their 
victory by pressing the pursuit of the retreating Federals. 
Following slowly, within six days they pushed their lines 
to within a dozen miles of Jacksonville. For the remainder 
of the war, Union forces were confined to Jacksonville, 
Fernandina, and St. Augustine, from which places an occa¬ 
sional raiding party slipped out to harass the country.

The program for construction of the 
much discussed $41,000,000 Jackson- 
ville-Duval County Expressway Sys¬ 
tem is now underway. The project is 
becoming more than plans on paper 
and in the minds of men. It is a reali¬ 
ty. On April 10 the contract was let 
for construction of the first unit, 
Arlington Bridge over the St. Johns 
River, to the George D. Auchter Com¬ 
pany of Jacksonville for $330,982. 

Preliminary arrangements for fi¬ 
nancing the project have been made 
and an organization for direction of 
the acquisition of rights of way has 
been set up in Jacksonville under the 
supervision of Robert O. Ghiotto, at¬ 
torney of the State Road Department, 
and E. F. Bellows, one of the experi¬ 
enced right of way agents of the De¬ 
partment. 

Chairman Alfred A. McKethan re¬ 
ported on the progress which has been 
made on the project to the people of 
Duval County at a luncheon given in 
his honor in Jacksonville, April 10, by 
State Senator John E. Mathews. Since 
the project is of such great import and 


significance not only to its immediate 
area but to the state as a whole, the 
text of Chairman McKethan’s address 
should be made available to all con¬ 
cerned. His report follows. 

Text of McKethan s Speech 

Upon the inauguration of the present ad¬ 
ministration in January of 1949 Governor 
Warren advised that the construction of the 
Jacksonville Expressway System, including 
construction of two additional bridges over 
the St. Johns River, a viaduct over the rail¬ 
road tracks near the Union Station, and an 
additional bridge over Trout River, together 
with the necessary connecting express ways, 
would be one of the chief objectives to be 
accomplished during his term of office. He 
urged that this program be gotten underway 
without delay. 

At the outset we were confronted with the 
fact that the general plan had been pre¬ 
sented and discussed, but the routes and loca¬ 
tions had not been designated and we had 
no estimate of costs based upon scientific 
studies and investigation. In other words, 
a lot of talking had been done but nothing 
definite had been accomplished. 

It was proposed that the program be fi¬ 
nanced partly from the sale of bonds to be 
issued by the Florida State Improvement 
Commission, the proceeds of the bond issue 
to be turned over to the State Road Depart¬ 


ment as agent of the Improvement Commis* 
sion for the construction of the system undei 
an arrangement whereby the bonds would 
be payable from the surplus gasoline taxes 
that accrue to the Road Department for ex¬ 
penditure in Duval County, and from tolls 
on the two additional bridges to be con¬ 
structed over the St. Johns River; the balance 
of the financing to be met by contributions 
by the Federal Bureau of Public Roads and 
contributions to be made by the Road De¬ 
partment from the four cents per gallon of 
gasoline tax payable to the Department. 

When the Legislature of 1949 convened 
the State Road Department had determined 
the locations of the bridges, the viaduct and 
the connecting expressways. The sixth bill 
to become law in this session was Chapter 
25002 which determined and fixed the loca¬ 
tion of the bridges and expressways. The 
location of the bridges and expressways as 
determined by the Legislature is as follows: 

Section 1. That the following named 
and designated roads or streets in Duval 
County, each herein designated an destab- 
lished, as State roads and forming a part of 
the connecting system of State roads of the 
State of Florida; • 

Sub-section 1. Beginning in the city of 
Jacksonville, Florida, at the intersection of 
State Street and the vicinity of Lee Street 
and Davis Street; thence in a southwesterly 
direction across the Myrtle Avenue under¬ 
pass; thence continuing southwesterly to the 
intersection of Forest Street in the vicinity of 
Ernest Street and Dellwood Street; thence 
southwesterly between Ernest Street and 
Dellwood Street to the vicinity of Gilmore 
Street and Riverside Park; thence southeast¬ 
erly along the vicinity of Gilmore Street to 
the west bank of the St. Johns River; thence 
across the St. Johns River to the east bank 
of the St. Johns River in the vicinity of Gary 
Street; thence southeasterly along the vi¬ 
cinity of Gary Street across San Marco 
Boulevard, Larue Street, Lisbon Street and 
Flagler Street to the vicinity of Nira Street; 
thence southeasterly along the vicinity of 
Nira Street across the Florida East Coast 
Railroad, Naldo Avenue, Hendricks Avenue, 
Kings Avenue, and Mingo Street to the vi¬ 
cinity of Alabama Avenue and Truman Ave¬ 
nue; thence southeasterly between Alabama 
Avenue and Truman Avenue to Atlantic 
Boulevard! thence southerly across Olevia 
Street and Bertha Street to connect with 
Philips Highway (United States Highway 
No. One—State Road No. 5 or St. Augustine 
Road in the vicinity of Mitchell Avenue). 

Sub-section 2. Beginning at the intersec¬ 
tion of Main Street and Miami Road; thence 
southerly in the vicinity of the Florida East 
Coast Railroad; thence southeasterly and 
parallel to the Florida East Coast Railroad 
to the intersection of Kings Avenue (State 
Road Number Five). 

Sub-section 4. Beginning at the intersec- 
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tion of Philips Highway (United State High¬ 
way Number One) between Mitchel Avenue 
and John Street; thence northeasterly and 
northerly along Stevens Street to an inter¬ 
section with Atlantic Boulevard (State Road 
Number A1A). 

Sub-section 5. Beginning in the vicinity 
of State Street, Lee Street and Davis Street 
in the City of Jacksonville, Florida; thence in 
a northerly and northeasterly direction across 
Moncrief Creek and Trout River to an inter¬ 
section with Main Street (State Road Num¬ 
ber Five—United States Highway Number 
17) at a point in the vicinity of Jacksonville 
Airport. 

Sub-section 6. Beginning at an intersec¬ 
tion in the vicinity of Twenty-first and Main 
Streets; thence in a westerly direction along 
the vicinity of Twenty-first Street to an in¬ 
tersection with State Road Number 15— 
United States Highway Number One. 

Sub-section 7. Beginning in the vicinity 
of State Street, Lee Street and Davis Street 
in the City of Jacksonville, Florida; thence 
easterly along the vicinity of State Street to 
an intersection with Union Street in the vi¬ 
cinity of Washington Street. 

Sub-section 8. Beginning at an intersec¬ 
tion in the vicinity of Gilmore Street and 
Riverside Park; thence westerly in the vi¬ 
cinity of College Street and Post Street to 
Edgewood Avenue; thence northwesterly 
along the vicinity of Edgewood Avenue to 
Lake City Road (State Road Number 10— 
United States Highway Number 90). 

Sub-section 9. Beginning at an intersec¬ 
tion in the City of Jacksonville, Florida, of 
Twenty-first Street and Main Street; thence 
easterly along Twenty-first Street to the vi¬ 
cinity of Haines Street; thence southerly 
along the vicinity of Haines Street to the vi¬ 
cinity of Albert Street; thence easterly along 
the vicinity of Albert Street and Hill Street 
to the west bank of the St. Johns River; 
thence easterly to the east bank of the St. 
Johns River to the community known as 
Clifton; thence easterly to and across Chase- 
ville Road, Arlington Road, Alderman Road, 
Mill Creek Road and Gilmore Heights Road 
to an intersection with Atlantic Boulevard 
(State Road Number A1A). 

Sub-section 10. Beginning near the vi¬ 
cinity of Mill Creek Road and the northeast 
corner of Section 24, Township 2 South, 
Range 27 east, thence southerly to an inter¬ 
section with Atlantic Boulevard (State Road 
Number A1A), thence southerly to Beach 
Boulevard (State Road Number 212), thence 
southerly to Philips Highway (United States 
Highway Number One)—State Road Num¬ 
ber Five. 

Sub-section 11. Beginning at the inter¬ 
section of Main Street and Beaver Street, 
thence easterly along the vicinity of Beaver 
Street to an intersection in the vicinity of 
Georgia Street, thence continuing easterly 
between Beaver Street and Albert Street to 
the vicinity of Haines Street. 

Sub-section 12. Beginning at an inter¬ 
section in the City of Jacksonville in the vi¬ 


cinity of Union and Washington Streets, 
thence in a southeasterly direction to the 
easterly prolongation of Beaver Street. 

Sub-section 13. Beginning at an inter¬ 
section near the vicinity of Eighth Street 
and Haines Street, thence westerly along 
the vicinity of Eighth Street to the vicinity 
of Davis Street and Lee Street. 

Section 2. That the roads designated 
herein shall be appropriately numbered by 
the State Road Department and shall be 
entitled to receive all the rights and privi¬ 
leges of other designated State roads. 

Section 3. That the State Road Depart¬ 
ment, and the officials constituting the same, 
be and they are hereby granted full right 
and authority, solely within their discretion, 
upon surveys being had and taken of the 
routes of said roads and bridges mentioned 
in Section One hereof to alter or change the 
routes of said roads and bridges between 
said designated terminals and to determine 
and fix the lines and locations of routes 
thereof away from the terminals designated 
herein but within the vicinity of such term¬ 
inals as may be necessary and practical. 

While under this act of the Legislature the 
terminii of the bridges cannot be changed, 
the Road Department is given certain lati¬ 
tude in the selection of the routes of the 
connecting expressways so that property 
values along the lines specifically designated 
would not soar to unreasonable amounts. 
Upon the recommendation of this adminis¬ 
tration the Legislature also authorized the 
investment during construction of the system 
of the proceeds derived from the sale of 
bonds and this it is estimated will save at 
least a million dollars. Upon the recommen¬ 
dation of the administration, the Legislature 
authorized the borrowing of the necessary 
funds from the Reconstruction Finance Cor¬ 
poration or other governmental agency in 
the event private financing cannot be ob¬ 
tained. Also upon recommendation of this 
administration the Legislature authorized 
the State Road Department and/or Improve¬ 
ment Commission to operate toll bridges 
independently of the Railroad Commission’s 
jurisdiction or control. Without this legisla¬ 
tion the financing of the two bridges over 
St. Johns River would have been rendered 
difficult if not impossible. 

Immediately following the adjournment of 
the Legislature engineers were employed to 
determine the types of construction and to 
make estimates of the costs. This was a 
gigantic task that required several months 
to perform. 

After the types of construction and esti¬ 
mates of the costs had been secured, permits 
had to be secured from the United States 
Army Engineers for the construction of the 
bridges over the navigable waters. All of 
this has required time and could not be 
accomplished by merely pushing a button. 

Following the securing of the permits for 
the construction of the bridges, negotiations 
were commenced with the Federal Bureau of 
Public Roads to obtain its approval of the 


plan so as to permit a Federal participation, 
and negotiations were also inaugurated to 
secure from the Federal Bureau of Public 
Roads financial assistance. The Bureau of 
Public Roads approved the plan, and after 
much negotiation agreed that it would par¬ 
ticipate in the financing of the system to the 
extent that Federal fund allocations to the 
State would make possible. The State Road 
Department agreed to contribute from its 
general funds and from Federal allocations 
to the State the sum of $13,818,000. 

The County Commissioners of Duval 
County then consented to the pledging of 
the surplus gasoline taxes that will accrue to 
the Road Department for expenditure in 
Duval County in an amount that will, when 
supplemented by tolls on the two additional 
bridges over the St. Johns River, be suffi- 
citen to meet an issue of bonds of $28,000,- 
000. The contribution from the Road De¬ 
partment of $13,818,000 and the proceeds 
of the bond issue of $28,000,000 will total 
$41,818,000, which it is estimated will be 
the total cost of the construction of the 
system. 

After the contributions by the various 
agencies had been agreed upon it was then 
necessary to set up the proposed $28,000,000 
bond issue in accordance with the require¬ 
ments of the State Board of Administration 
(the State Board of Administration being 
the agency upon which devolves the respon¬ 
sibility of approving the fiscal and legal 
soundness of the bond issue) and in accord¬ 
ance with the requirements of the bond mar¬ 
ket and the New York bond marketing attor¬ 
neys. In this connection no fiscal agency 
has been secured, which has resulted in the 
saving of a substantial sum of money. We 
have undertaken to investigate personally 
the requirements of the bond market, and in 
this connection have sought all available in¬ 
formation, including information that we 
have been able to obtain locally and through 
contacts with the New York bond houses 
and New York financial institutions. 

The attorneys for the Road Department 
and of the Improvement Commission have 
undertaken to set up the proposed bond issue 
to meet the requirements of the marketing 
attorneys and the bond market, such as seg¬ 
regation of the proceeds of the bond issue 
from other State funds in the State Treasury, 
the setting up of a segregated sinking fund 
in the State Treasury that will also meet with 
the requirement of the State Treasurer and 
State Comptroller, provisions for the retire¬ 
ment of bonds, etc. The New York market¬ 
ing attorneys also required an agreement 
from the State Road Department to complete 
the system with its own funds if bond pro¬ 
ceeds proved inadequate, and also to bear 
all the expenses of maintenance and expense 
of collection of tolls. This proposed setup of 
the proposed bond issue has been turned 
over by the attorneys of the Road Depart¬ 
ment and of the Improvement Commission 
to the New York marketing attorneys, and

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Governor’s Day Celebration 


Over 6,000 persons attended the 
first annual Governor s Day celebra¬ 
tion in Okeechobee April 15. The pur¬ 
pose of the occasion was two-fold—to 
honor Governor Fuller Warren and 
the accomplishments of his adminis¬ 
tration and to commemorate the first 
meeting on flood control in South and 
Central Florida from which a $208,- 
000,000 water conservation and flood 
control program has developed. Also 
honored were the members of the 
Governing Board of the Central and 
South Florida Flood Control District 
and their assistants. 

The gala week-end program was 
arranged under the direction of 
Ammon McClellan, Okeechobee 
newspaper publisher, who also was 
master of ceremonies. Festivities in¬ 
cluded a parade preceding the cere¬ 
mony, speeches by the Governor and 
other dignitaries, a fish fry, a catfish- 
skinning contest, a rodeo, a concert 
by Negro spiritual singers, and a street 
dance Saturday night. Sunday there 
was a morning regatta at the Yacht 
Pier and a rodeo at Stuart in the after¬ 
noon. At the fish fry Saturday the 
crowd consumed nearly four tons of 
catfish, 4,000 pounds of barbecued 
beef and pork, and seven washtubs of 
baked beans. 

Mrs. Fuller Warren, the gracious 
and attractive first lady of our state, 
unveiled the plaque which commemo¬ 
rates the meeting October 6, 1947, in 
the County Courthouse attended by 
some three hundred citizens represent¬ 
ing seventeen South and Central Flor¬ 
ida counties. From this meeting has 
evolved the present flood control pro¬ 
gram so vital to the economic develop¬ 
ment of this area, and so necessary for 
the protection of lives and property. 

The welcome address was delivered 
by Mayor H. H. Raulerson and the 
Rev. Mr. Bruce Flora gave the invo¬ 
cation. R. B. Meserve outlined the 
holiday program. , Col. Richard W. 
Pearson, District U. S. Engineer from 
Jacksonville, in speaking of the flood 
control project, said that his staff “is 
already ready to sit down around the 
table with you folks to discuss flood 
control problems.” 


Flood control legislation in the State 
was discussed by B. Elliott, Speaker- 
designate of the House of Representa¬ 
tives. Congressmen J. Hardin Peter¬ 
son and Dwight L. Rogers, both of 
whom have been active in obtaining 
federal funds for the program, also 
spoke. Motor Vehicle Commissioner 
Arch Livingston discussed the Gover¬ 
nor's Safety Program. 

Major addresses were delivered by 
Governor Warren; Alfred A. Mc- 
Kethan, chairman of the State Road 
Department, and Allen Grazier, chair¬ 
man of the State Advisory Council on 
Education. 

Announcement was made by Gov¬ 
ernor Warren of a project under con¬ 
sideration which, if carried out, will 
mean much as a tourist attraction to 
the Lake Okeechobee area. The Gov- 
orner and the State Road Department 
have discussed the feasibility of con¬ 
structing a scenic highway around 
Lake Okeechobee on the levee sur¬ 
rounding the Lake. He stated that, 
although he was confident that when 
and if such a project was completed 
he would not be Governor, he was 
sure the audience would not forget 
that the idea was presented at this oc¬ 
casion. 

He expressed his gratitude to the 
persons responsible for the celebration 
in his honor and stated that “this is 
one of the most enjoyable days I have 
had since May 26, 1948.” 

Governor Warren reported the ac¬ 
complishments of the present adminis¬ 
tration in all governmental depart¬ 
ments. He stated that the credit for 
the progress of the state during the 
past fifteen months should be given 
to the people of Florida for their co¬ 
operation and support and for sending 
capable men as their representatives 
in the Legislature. 

Much has been done, but much re¬ 
mains to be done, the Governor said. 
Some problems appear formidable, he 
stated, but he expressed confidence 
that “they can be overcome by the 
joint efforts of your Administration 
and the Legislature working in har¬ 
mony toward a common goal.” 

The Governor traced the develop¬ 


ment of the $208,000,000 flood control 
program and enumerated the benefits 
which will be derived from it. The 
project will result in the saving of 
thousands of human lives and the re¬ 
duction of flood damage to homes, 
crops, lands, and animals. It will pro¬ 
vide a greater area for utilization as 
farm and pasture land. 

He stressed the importance to the 
state’s progress of federal aid in all 
fields, including welfare, education, 
health, and highway programs. Fed¬ 
eral funds for the flood control pro¬ 
gram alone amount to $171,000,000. 
It is essential that county, state, and 
national agencies work together in 
order to attain the greatest achieve¬ 
ments possible. 

Chairman McKethan reported on 
the Road Department’s accomplish¬ 
ments during the present administra¬ 
tion, the problems confronting the de¬ 
partment and the methods employed 
toward eliminating them, and present 
and future construction plans of the 
Department. Particularly did he praise 
Governor Warren for his work with 
the Department, saying that “his deep 
insight into the highway needs and 
their importance in our overall econ¬ 
omy, his ability and that of the Road 
Board to work harmoniously with the 
legislators, and his confidence in and 
loyalty to his Road Board, has ac¬ 
counted for the success of the road 
program.” 

During 1949 improvements were 
completed on approximately 800 miles 
of roads and over 8,000 feet of bridges 
involving an expenditure in excess of 
$15,000,000, he said. At the end of 
last year there were projects under¬ 
way covering 562 miles of roads and 
13,000 feet of bridges at an estimated 
cost of $10,000,000. 

The construction budget for 1950 
includes 596 jobs at an estimated cost 
of $61,900,000. At the present time 
40 percent of these projects are either 
underway or ready for contract. Jobs 
are underway in 64 counties and the 
other three will see work begin almost 
immediately, the Chairman said.

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Speaking Briefly . . . 

State Road Department Chairman Alfred A. Mc- 
Kethan is arousing public interest throughout the state in 
Florida’s highway program as he addresses various civic, 
professional, and business groups. Florida’s highway sys¬ 
tems can meet the demands of highway users only if these 
demands originate from an interested public thoroughly 
informed of the situation confronting the Road Depart¬ 
ment. Chairman McKethan is endeavoring to promote 
this necessary interest and to enlighten the citizens of our 
state concerning highway problems and needs in order 
that they will actively cooperate with the Department, as 
it works to provide adequate highways over the entire 
state. 

During recent months the Chairman has spoken before 
varied audiences of highway planners, builders, and users. 
The County Commissioners of the 67 counties of Florida, 
a group which, through its cooperation with the Depart¬ 
ment in adopting the Secondary Roads Program presented 
by the SRD, is to a great extent responsible for the com¬ 
prehensive program set up for secondary roads in the 
state, were addressed by the Chairman at the State Asso¬ 
ciation of County Commissioners conclave in March. 
Chairman McKethan expressed his deep appreciation to 
the County Commissioners for their cooperation with the 
Department in setting up an integrated Secondary Road 
Program. 

Members of the State Chamber of Commerce, at their 
March meeting in Orlando, were informed by Chairman 
McKethan of the complexities involved in the operation 
of the State Road Department and of their opportunity to 
inform others of these methods of operation and of future 
highway plans. Those present at this meeting were rep¬ 
resentative of the civic-minded, progressive citizens who 
can be influential in aiding the Road Department to pro¬ 
vide adequate highways for the people of Florida. 

At the convention of the Florida Engineering Society 
held in Tallahassee during April the men most directly 
concerned with the translation of highway plans into 
actual construction were told of Florida’s future highway 
aims and of the vital role they would play in the fulfill¬ 
ment of these aims. The Chairman praised the members 
of the engineering profession for the part they have played 
in the advancement of civilization through the ages. 

In Jacksonville the Chairman reported to interested 
citizens of that area the progress which has been made to 
date on the Jacksonville-Duval County Expressway Sys¬ 
tem, a project of vital importance to the economic and 
industrial development not only of that section but of the 
entire state. 

In Okeechobee, April 15, at the first annual Governor’s 
Day celebration, Chairman McKethan reported to the 
people of the state the operations of the Road Department 
for 1949, discussing the obstacles which had confronted 
the Department, the work which has been done toward 
the elimination of these bottlenecks, the present budget, 
and the future plans for highways of the state. He also 
paid tribute to Governor Warren for his “fine assistance, 


guidance, cooperation, and support” in enabling the Road 
Department to accomplish what it has to date. 

The Chairman has also addressed various civic organi¬ 
zations, including the Kiwanis Club of Palatka, the Rotary 
Club of Chattahoochee, and representatives of five 
Kiwanis Clubs at a District Meeting in Brooksville. Mem¬ 
bers of these organizations, he says, are in a position not 
only to become informed themselves of the needs and 
future plans for Florida highways but also to aid in in¬ 
forming others of these important facts. 

Throughout these addresses a major theme is evident- 
construction and maintenance of Florida highways is Big 
Business and proper operation of this highway Big Busi¬ 
ness necessitates the expenditure of vast amounts of 
money. Therefore, adequate highway facilities, justly de¬ 
sired and expected by highway users, will become avail¬ 
able only as funds for construction and maintenance of 
these facilities become available. 

Although the 1950 budget of $79,000,000 is the largest 
in the history of the Department, its inadequacy for meet¬ 
ing even present needs is clearly evident when one real¬ 
izes the great expenditure which should be made for 
rehabilitation of old roads and construction of new ones. 
Over $400,000,000 expenditure for the Primary System 
alone would be required to meet standards recommended 
by the American Association of State Highway Officials. 
An additional $400,000,000 would be required for rehabili¬ 
tation of roads not on the Primary System. 

However, the Department has adopted the policy of 
doing “first things first.” Programming for expansion and 
improvement of our highway systems is being developed 
in accordance with this policy. 

The State Road Department is determined to operate on 
a current financial basis. The 1950 budget was set up 
on a realistic basis and includes only those projects of 
which initiation during this year was reasonably assured. 
The Department, together with county, city, and other 
state officials, is striving diligently to provide adequate 
highways throughout the state. This goal cannot be 
attained in a year nor even perhaps in decade, but the 
State Road Department feels that with the continued 
cooperation of all concerned, such as has been evidenced 
in the past, great progress can and will be made during 
this administration.

The dedication and opening, April 8, of Pepper Park, 
named in honor of Florida’s senior Senator Claude Pepper, 
represents the completion of the 35th link in the cabin of 
state-owned Wayside Parks provided for the relaxation 
and recreation of the travelers on Florida’s highways. 
Pepper Park is located on State Road A1A at North Beach 
near Fort Pierce in St. Lucie County and is dedicated for 
all time to the enjoyment and health of all visitors to and 
residents of this area. It is the result of twelve years of 
organization, planning, and construction. The 42-acre site 
named Pepper Park in 1941, was formerly a Coast Guard 
station. It was acquired by St. Lucie County from the 
federal government, and eight acres of the tract was 
deeded to the State Road Department for development as 
a wayside park. 

Facilities of the Park include numerous picnic tables 
and shelters and outdoor ovens, lavotory facilities, drinking 
water, and adequate parking areas. Native shrubs, ever¬ 
greens, and palms enhance the beauty of the coastal spot. 

Senator Pepper, who delivered the major address at the 
dedication before an estimated crowd of 3,500, termed the 
park “a splendid example of federal, state, local, and pri¬ 
vate cooperation; the culmination of the dreams and vision 
of many hard-working, civic-minded persons.” He praised 
highly the State Road Department, the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, the County Commission, the city government, the 
Coast Guard, the Department of Interior, and the U. S. 
Park Service for their cooperation in translating the idea 
of Pepper Park into reality. Particular tribute was paid to 
Guy Stovall, who was in charge of the construction of the 
park. 

The Senator expressed the hope that additional funds 
would be provided by the legislature so that the de¬ 
veloped area might later be expanded to include the entire 
site, which includes 1400 acres. 

In closing, Senator Pepper congratulated the people of 
that area in the State on their friendly and cooperative 
spirit which is helping to make Florida the fastest growing 
state in the nation. 

As representative of the County Commission, Commis¬ 


sioner Robert L. Griffin made an acceptance speech in 
which he lauded the State Road Department, state and 
national officials for their cooperation with the County 
Commission and the Chamber of Commerce in enabling 
them to attain the fulfillment of their desire—Pepper Park. 

County Judge Flem C. Dame, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce, presided over the ceremony and music was 
furnished by the Fort Pierce and Okeechobee High School 
bands. Mrs. Margaret Quesse, chairman of the Beach 
Park Committee, unveiled the plaque which commemo¬ 
rates the occasion. W. H. Boyd, a past president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, spoke on the history of the project, 
stressing the idea that its completion came as a result of 
teamwork. Other speakers included Congressman Dwight 
L. Rogers; Merrill P. Barber, member of the State Road 
Department Board from the Fourth District; C. Raymond 
Vinten of the U. S. Park Service; Ammon McClellan; D. 
H. Saunders, St. Lucie County Representative, who intro¬ 
duced the visiting dignitaries; and Attorney General 
Richard Ervin, who introduced Senator Pepper.

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Tallahassee May Day

For many centuries and in many lands, May Day has 
been observed with customs and characteristics of the 
times and the people. But nowhere in the United States 
has this annual festival dedicated to Spring and Childhood 
been presented over such a long period as in Tallahassee, 
capital of Florida. This year Tallahassee celebrated its 
115th Annual May Party. 

Legend has it that the English settlers who came to 
northwestern Florida in the mid-eighteenth century intro¬ 
duced this age-old festival of merrymaking, dancing and 
flowers, the first week in May. The custom lapsed after 
Spain regained control of Florida in 1783, but was revived 
by pioneers of Florida’s territorial capital. 

Except for those trying days during the War Between 
the States when all available cloth was consumed by 
bandages and military uniforms, a May Day fete has been 
held yearly in Florida’s capital since 1835. 

The Tallahassee celebration is unique not only because 
it has been held so long, but because it has been staged 
under the same tree for more than a century. Again, the 
programs, through the years, have been diversified and 
most unusual. 

Bygone days have come to life—from ancient Rome to 
King Arthur’s Round Table, from the war cry of the speed¬ 
ing Valkyries to a Viking Spring, from the Ireland of 
witches and elves, to Robin Hood and his merry men. 
Gaily-costumed children, likewise, have portrayed in 
pantomine, song* and dance, scenes and characters from 
our own pioneer days to the picturesque pageantry of the 
Deep South, and from the gay ’90’s to Springtime in the 
twentieth century, epitomized by “Blossom Time in Talla¬ 
hassee.” 

From a small beginning, in which a handful of young¬ 
sters took part and the queen was selected by the group of 


ladies in charge, the festival has grown in magnitude and 
magnificence until today around 200 school children of all 
ages participate, and practically the entire populace of 
the city attends. In addition, large numbers of tourists 
returning to their Northern and Midwestern homes via 
the Gulf Coast Highway, from south and central Florida, 
stop over for the celebration. 

And Tallahasseeans, today, just as their English forbears 
of yesterday, make of the event a real community celebra¬ 
tion. Nowadays it is usually combined with field sports. 
Young and old, rich and poor share equal enjoyment. 
Business houses close, and the city assumes a holiday spirit 
and garb. The Governor and his staff have often attended 
en masse. 

The democratic spirit of the fete is further exemplified 
by the story of the little ragged urchin who came one year 
to the May Party in a faded and tattered calico dress and 
her mother’s large black straw hat, carrying a bunch of 
wild daisies in her arms. Greeted by one of the ladies in 
charge, the waif said, “I don’t have no money or ticket, 
but I brought these flowers to get in.” The little girl was 
given a front seat, and all the ice cream and cake she 
could eat; and it was impressed upon her that the May 
Party was for everybody. 

Through the years active management of the fete has 
passed from one group to another, but since 1934 the Leon 
High School has had complete charge, the queen and her 
attendants being elected from the senior class by popular 
vote. 

In preparation for the big event the teachers are assisted 
by members of parent teacher associations, by garden 
clubs, and even by business men of the town; for such an 
affair calls for a stupendous amount of time, work and 
interest, plus weeks of careful rehearsing of the students. 

The site of the May Day celebration is as traditional as 
the event itself. For in this lovely old Southern town 
where colleges and antebellum homes are more noted than 
plush hotels, and huge live oaks grow to majestic size, 
there stands one larger than all the rest, known as the 
Tallahassee May Oak. Under its spreading branches May 
queens have been crowned for over one-hundred years. 

This oak, believed to be over one thousand years old, 
is located in the center of the city in what was formerly 
the midway Green. The ancient tree is at least five feet 
in diameter and its moss-draped branches have a spread 
of from 75 to 125 feet. Once its branches covered a much 
greater area, but the north and south limbs were snapped 
off during the great hurricane of 1896. This aged, honored 
oak, perhaps, receives more careful nursing and surgery 
than any other tree in Florida. In the early years it was 
protected and preserved by the well-known Lewis family 
who donated to the City the park land upon which the 
old oak stands. 

Tradition has it that important ceremonial rites of the 
Seminole Indians were performed beneath a Tallahassee 
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tree; and so, perhaps, the May Oak is the selfsame tree 
under which the two commissioners, charged with the 
selection of a site for Florida's capital, met the Seminole 
chiefs, Neamathala and Chefixico, in 1823, to ask permis¬ 
sion to establish a “Florida Council House," near by. 

The word Tallahassee is of Creek derivation, meaning 
literally “old town," but is frequently translated “old 
fields," from the Seminoles abandoned fields, and the new 
capital took its name from the Tallahassee Seminoles who 
occupied the area at the time Florida's capital was 
selected. 

May queens have been crowned on both sides of the 
May Oak, but the western side has come to be the ac¬ 
cepted one. This is probably due to the fact that in the

late afternoon when the event is staged the setting sun 
casts a soft glow over the scene as happy children dance 
around the Maypole to the music of fresh pastoral airs, 
weaving designs of light and shadows across the green 
grass, and patterns of bright color around the Maypole. 
And just as the slanting rays of the departing sun cast their 
shadows over the tree tops, a bugle corps announces the 
arrival of the May queen and her court, who march in 
measured steps to the platform erected beneath the Oak. 
Here they take their assembled places to await the crown¬ 
ing of th queen and the fulfillment of the program. 

Next to her wedding day, to be crowned “Queen of the 
May," is probably the most important event in the life of 
the Tallahassee girl and often culminates in a real 
romance. There are social functions which precede and 
follow the festival. On the other hand the May Party has 
been known to nip romances in the bud. Take the case 
of the College Miss who was dating a young man about 
town. On the day of the party she discovered that her 
ardent suitor was none other than the “King of the May" 
procession and a high school student. Then and there the 
dating ceased. 
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Tallahassee’s oldest living May Queen is Mrs. C. B. 
Gwynn, the former Mamie Wilson, who was May Queen 
in 1884. Although this dainty little lady has reached the 
sunset of life and her eyesight is failing fast, she rarely 
misses a May Day fete. She attended the party both this 
year and last. 

Most May Day observances in the United States follow 
the same general pattern, year after year, of crowning a 
queen and dancing around the Maypole; but the celebra¬ 
tion at Tallahassee consists of different programs each year 
(there have been a few repeats). 

In the early days there were elaborate pageants with 
attendants representing Night, Day, the Sun, the Moon, 
or Seasons, and smaller children taking the part of fairies, 
brownies and flowers. 

Around the turn of the century the program took the 
spectators back to the days of knights and folk heroes. In 
1903 a ring tournament was held. Every body in town 
tried to beg, borrow, or steal a horse to enter in the con¬ 
test. Attending this Party were several Tallahassee 
oldsters who had galloped to the races and tournaments 
north of town on their blooded horses back in the opulent 
antebellum days. Their elegantly dressed ladies, in 
bombazines and velvets, were drawn in fine carriages and 
landaus, with liveried coachmen and appointments of gold 
and silver. Greeted with smiles from the fair ladies and 
cheers from the assembled crowds, the men tilted at rings 
suspended from arches, seeking to take as many rings as 
possible, in a given time. To the victorious “knight” went 


the honor of designating his choice as “Queen of Love and 
Beauty.” In performing this gallant act he advanced to 
the gallery, bearing upon his lance an artistically wrought 
crown of flowers with which he decorated his maiden’s 
brow. 

But by far the most popular idea in the past two decades 
has been historical, honoring the Deep South with its 
charm and tradition. When “Gone With the Wind” was 
at its peak of popularity, a “May Day in the Old South,” 
with a negro chorus, a slave dance and belles of Civil War 
days, in elegant hoopskirts of rich brocades, was presented. 

The late war had its effect on May Day, too. In 1942, 
the first May Day after Pearl Harbor, a Pan-American 
theme was carried out by a glee club’s rendition of Span- 
ish-American song hits, and by the rhumba, tango and 
conga. 

The next year it was May Day the United Nation’s Way. 
A band opened with songs of several of our allies, and 
performers entertained with Chinese, Swedish, Italian and 
Czechoslovakian dances and songs. 

Last year the music of the immortal Stephen Foster 
provided the theme. It was fitting that a program be 
dedicated to the memory of Stephen Foster, for his “Old 
Folks at Home,” is Florida’s official melody. 

This year a pageant entitled “The Turn of the Century,” 
was presented, and the attendants, dressed in the costumes 
of their particular periods, portrayed in pantomine, song 
and dance the decades from 1900 to 1950. 

The May Day celebration in Tallahassee, and elsewhere 
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in our land, is directly traceable to England, but the origin 
of May Day goes back to antiquity. According to an 
ancient Roman chronicle, “When the flowers appear in 
the fields and the time of the singing of the birds is come 
(let a great day be set aside) to celebrate sports and floral 
play in honor of Flora the goddess of Flowers of Spring.” 
However, Flora, or her compeer, was the object of religi¬ 
ous ceremonies among the Phoenicians, Germanics and 
other early peoples long before the Romans, in 238 B. C., 
instituted a feast in her honor, called the Floralia, or 
Floral Games. 

Undoubtedly the Romans, who occupied Great Britain 
for four or five centuries, introduced this festival there, 
where, ever since, people of all classes have “gone-a-May- 
ing,” to gather flowers and greens for their wreaths, and 
to bring home the Maypole. Yet, there, too, the idea had 
an even earlier root, for ancient Druids had conducted a 
somewhat similar festival in honor of their sun god, Baal 
or Bel. 

May Day observances in this country were slow in 
taking hold, due largely to the fact that the straight-laced 
Puritans objected to the May Day customs. There is the 
instance of the Massachusetts Governor who led a com¬ 
pany of Puritans in 1660 to a place called Merrymount 
where a Maypole had been erected by a group of light¬ 
hearted colonists. The Governor chopped down the May- 
pole, forbade its further use, and named the place Mount 
Dagon after the idol of the Philistines that fell before the 
Ark. 

This bit of curious history is related by Nathaniel Haw¬ 
thorne in his “Twice-Told Tales.” 

Despite opposition the May Day idea spread in this 
country, and, although the symbolic character of the 
celebration is no longer generally recognized, some of the 
practices do date back to ancient times. 

The still familiar custom, observed by young girls in 
some parts of the East of hanging flower-laden baskets on 
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the doorknobs of homes of playmates, grew out of an 
ancient practice designed to keep away evil spirits from 
the house or barn thus protected, as well as to greet the 
coming of Spring. 

And in some countries, even our own rural United States, 
no doubt young ladies still arise with the dawn to wash 
their faces in the morning dew so that they may enhance 
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their complexions and make themselves more fair. 

But, on the whole, May Day observances in the United 
States are merely springtime sports. 

With its stately processions, gay and colorful pageantry, 
its music and dancing, the May Day festival is not only 
one of the prettiest of our outdoor fetes, but it is one of 
the most democratic. 

May Day links the modern days to the customs of the 
early colonists. It likewise affords everyone an oppor¬ 
tunity to rejoice in the beauty of the spring and in the 
joys of childhood, as set forth nearly three hundred years 
ago by Robert Herrick in his beautiful poem, "Come, 
Corinna, Let’s Go a-Maying,” and later by Tennyson in 
his rhythmical lyric, "The May Queen,” which every 
school child loves. 

Adherence to this beautiful old custom is one of the 
reasons why Tallahassee has managed not to sacrifice to 
the bustling present the dignified charm of its ancient 
heritage.

Douglas Thompson, manager of the Ter¬ 
race for the past three years, will continue 
to be associated in the management of the 
hotel with Baumberger in an executive capa¬ 
city, Ewell said. 

A native of Louisville, Ky., Baumberger 
managed outstanding 
hotels in Memphis, At¬ 
lanta, New Orleans, 

Birmingham and Mobile 
before coming to Lake¬ 
land. He assumed man¬ 
agership of the New 
Florida on Feb. 1, 1937, 
and continued in that 
capacity under five dif¬ 
ferent owners. 

The Lakeland Ter¬ 
race Hotel is only one of many enterprises 
operated by Ewell, a general contractor, 

who came to Lakeland in 1925. He owns 
the Ewell Lumber and Supply Company; 
the Ewell Engineering and Contracting 
Company, a road construction firm; the J. L. 
Ewell Construction Company, specializing 
in commercial buildings; a real estate divi¬ 
sion for handling the properties of his vari¬ 
ous companies; Biltwell, Inc., a home con¬ 
struction firm; and the Polk County Mack 
Sales Company, which sells and services 

Mack trucks in Polk, Highlands, Hardee and 
DeSoto counties. 

Ewell is dealer for Transit-Mix concrete, 
operating one of the largest businesses in 
this section of the state. He is building a 
housing project just off the old Tampa high¬ 
way to provide homes for the employes of 
his various firms.

final drafts of the instruments are expected 
almost any day. Upon the approval by the 
bond marketing attorneys the Improvement 
Commission will undertake proceedings pro¬ 
viding for the bond issue. The bonds will 
then be validated without delay by the Cir¬ 
cuit and Supreme Courts. 

In the meantime, in order to avoid delay, 
the State Road Department has set up in 
its budget $1,100,000 to be used in the 
acquisition of the rights of way and for the 
payment of construction costs, pending the 
sale of the bonds. 

(1) The bids for the first unit on the 
Arlington Bridge were received by the Road 
Department at the letting held in Jackson¬ 
ville today, the apparent low bidder being 
—Duval Engineering and Contracting Com¬ 
pany for $330,982. 

An organization for the direction of the 
purchase and acquisition of the rights of 
way and other activities connected with this 
project has been set up in Jacksonville under 
the direction of Robert O. Ghiotto, attorney 
of the Road Department, and Mr. E. F. 
Bellows, one of the Department's experi¬ 
enced right of way agents. Mr. Ghiotto’s 
office is in the Graham Building, and the 
field office for the right of way agent and 
engineers is located in the Consolidated 
Building. 

Negotiations are now under way for the 
acquisition of the rights of way. Numerous 
pieces of right of way have already been 
secured. Much right of way will have to be 
secured by condemnation through the courts, 
and condemnation proceedings are now 
under way. The condemnations are being 
conducted under the direction of Mr. J. 
Henry Blount, County Attorney of Duval 
County. 

The program involves the coordination of 
many agencies. In order to get these vari¬ 
ous agencies together numerous trips have 
had to be made to New York, Washington, 
and Jacksonville. We have received the 
full and complete cooperation of Governor 
Warren, members of the Improvement Com¬ 
mission and their attorneys, members of the 
Road Department ond their attorneys, the 
State Board of Administration, the Legisla¬ 
ture, the Federal Bureau of Public Roads, 
the Board of County Commissioners of Du¬ 
val County, officials of the City of Jackson¬ 
ville, and officials of the Jacksonville Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. Without the cooperation 
of all it would have been impossible to have 
accomplished the program. 

The program involves not only the con¬ 
struction of the three bridges and the via¬ 
duct, but it also involves the acquisition of 
approximately 41 miles of right of way, all 
of which is either in the City of Jacksonville 
or in the congested areas immediately ad¬ 
joining the city. All of the arterial highway 
system will be widened to meet the traffic 
conditions. It is estimated by the County 
Attorney of Duval County that it will be 


necessary to acquire about 6,000 parcels of 
real estate. Each parcel will involve a 
separate negotiation. Parcels that cannot 
be acquired by negotiation will have to be 
acquired by condemnation through the 
courts. This program is, so far as I have 
been able to ascertain, the largest program 
that has ever been undertaken in the south¬ 
east. It is probably one of the largest pro¬ 
grams of its kind ever to be undertaken in 
any part of the country. The program is 
now under way. It is a reality. 

I may say in conclusion that no project of 
this magnitude could have been undertaken 
by the State Road Department, or the State 
Improvement Commission, unless the people 
in the locality affected desired the improve¬ 
ment. No such program could have been 
undertaken if there were sharp conflicts of 
opinion in the locality concerning the neces¬ 
sity for such improvements. The fact that 
your community, as represented by your 
local officials and your local road commit¬ 


tees, presented a united front, made it easier 
for us to undertake this program. In all 
such movements there must be of necessity, 
some who assume leadership and carry the 
ball. It is fortunate that you have had such 
leadership in your community and have been 
able to eliminate sharp conflicting opinions, 
and present a united front. 

I wish to repeat, the project is now a 
reality. The first unit was let to contractors 
this morning. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.-Installations of 
street lights in cities of the 100,000 to 200,- 
000 class were reported on a slight decrease, 
The Street and Traffic Safety Lighting Bu¬ 
reau reports. In view of the fact that a 
large percentage of the 32,000 yearly acci¬ 
dent deaths could have been prevented by 
adequately lighting only 10 per cent of the 
cities streets, this situation should be cor¬ 
rected.

Florida’s Information House, dedi¬ 
cated November 4, 1949 by Governor 
Warren to closer, warmer and better 
relations with the rest of the United 
States, is certainly serving its purpose 
well ,if statistics are a just indication. 
More than 15,000 persons traveling in 
over 5,000 automobiles have visited 
the state-owned tourist information 
center during the first five months of 
its operation, according to a report 
made by Miss Shirley Rodgers, direc¬ 
tor of Information Service, at a recent 
State Road Department Board meet¬ 
ing in Jacksonville. 

The modernistic center, located on 
U. S. Highway 17 a few miles north of 
Yulee on the Georgia-Florida line, is 
indeed a welcoming spot for the Flor¬ 
ida tourist. The building itself rests 
picturesquely on rolling lawns dotted 
with Florida’s ever-popular palm 
trees. Adjoining the center is one of 
the state’s numerous wayside parks 
complete with picnic shelters and 
cooking facilities. 

Since the opening of the Welcome 
House the number of visitors has in¬ 
creased steadily (except during De¬ 
cember) until a peak was reached in 
February of 1,446 cars and 3,791 peo¬ 
ple. Since then, as expected, the num¬ 
ber has slowly decreased. Every state 
in the nation has been represented. 

T iventy 


New York leads the list with 1,256 
cars or 33 percent of the total number 
of cars stopping. New Jersey, Massa¬ 
chusetts, Pennsylvania, and Connecti¬ 
cut, respectively, follow in order of 
the largest number of cars stopping. 

The smallest representation has 
been from Arizona, Arkansas, Idaho, 
Oklahoma, Oregon, Utah, and Wyom¬ 
ing with two cars each. 

Visitors from fourteen foreign coun¬ 
tries, including Denmark, Israel, South 
Africa, and Sweden, have utilized fa¬ 
cilities of the center. Canadian rep¬ 
resentatives were more numerous than 
those from any other country except 
the United States, as should be ex¬ 
pected. 

The principal destinations of the 
visitors, other than those who were 
making a tour of the state as a whole, 
were the Miami-Miami Beach area, 
the Sarasota-Tampa Bay area, Day¬ 
tona Beach, Key West, and Jackson¬ 
ville. 

The center is open daily from 9 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. Hostesses are present at all 
times to welcome visitors and answer 
questions concerning the state. They 
also mark maps with the most pleasant 
routes to their destinations. The host¬ 
esses, who were chosen for their vast 
knowledge of the state and their vi¬ 
vacious personalities, are, in addition 
to Miss Rodgers, Miss Margaret Flynn 
and Miss Nancy Lefholz. 

Maps and pamphlets from all por¬ 
tions of the state, as well as pictorial 
folders for mailing, are available to 
the visitors and free orange juice is 
served them. Approximately five gal¬ 
lons of juice is consumed daily and 
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about 25,000 folders have been mailed. 

Since there is but one such center at 
the present time and the highways 
leading into the state are so numerous, 
available figures cannot be considered 
representative of the number of tour¬ 
ists coming to the state. However, 
these figures may be taken as an indi¬ 
cation of the vast number of persons 
who would be served by the construc¬ 
tion of similar projects on all major 
entrances to the state. Requests for 
such construction on every main high¬ 
way leading into Florida have been 
received by the Road Department and 
the Road Board is now considering 
these requests.

for 1950 is “the completion of every 
Secondary Road job that is set up, or 
the exhaustion of funds available for 
these jobs, and the initiation of every 
Primary job scheduled/’ 

During the next three years the 
Road Department anticipates the ex¬ 
penditure of around $37,000,000 for 
Secondary Roads and more than 
$130,000,000 for Primary Roads. 
Chairman McKethan emphasized the 
importance of cooperation not only of 
local officials, County Commissioners, 
and legislators, but also that of State 
Departments and agencies with the 
Road Department, if this unprece¬ 
dented highway improvement pro¬ 
gram is to be carried out. He ex¬ 
pressed his appreciation for this co¬ 
operation in the past and said that he 
was confident it would continue. 

Mr. Grazier paid tribute to the Gov¬ 
ernor of our state for his conscientious 
work in behalf of the public school 
system in Florida. Grazier said, “No 
public official anywhere today is more 


a friend of public schools than is he 
(Warren)/’ 

Point by point, Grazier reviewed 
the Warren record on education: 

1. Public school expenditures in 
Florida were increased by the 1947 
Legislature from about $14,000,000 
annually to $40,000,000, without levy¬ 
ing any new taxes to meet this tre¬ 
mendous appropriation. When Gov¬ 
ernor Warren took office, school ex¬ 
penditures, under the minimum foun¬ 
dation program, had increased further 
—to almost $50,000,000 a year. This 
financial demand by the people of 
Florida for the best possible school 
system was met, in large measure, by 
the Warren Administration’s coopera¬ 
tion with the 1949 Legislature. 

2. When Warren took office, capi¬ 
tal outlay funds desperately needed 
by many counties for their school 
plants were being withheld by the 
state through various technicalities. 
With consent of the State Roard of 
Education, Warren ordered these 
technicalities waived, because, as 
Grazier said, “His only thought was to 


keep the youngsters in school—they 
didn’t create or understand the techni¬ 
calities.” 

3. For a time it was necessary for 
the state to withhold 10 percent of 
the legislative appropriations to state 
agencies because of deficiencies in 
revenues. As revenues increased, and 
as various economies were effected, 
more money became available. It was 
Governor Warren who urged the 
Cabinet to adopt the policy of giving 
priority to the school system in the 
release of funds until the full school 
appropriation has been met. 

4. Some of the school bills passed 
by the 1949 Legislature, mostly of 
local application, were inconsistent 
with the overall good of the school 
system. Governor Warren vetoed 
such legislation in—again quoting 
Grazier—“a broad and strict sense of 
faithfulness to public trust, in intelli¬ 
gent understanding, and in integrity.” 
In the same way, Warren’s Adminis¬ 
tration gave vigorous support to all 
desirable school legislation. 

5. Warren personally has support- 
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ed the Southern Regional Education 
plan begun during former Governor 
Caldwell’s administration. Influenced 
by no consideration other than the 
best interests of public education, 
Warren appointed Caldwell to con¬ 
tinue in charge of Florida’s participa¬ 
tion in the plan. 

6. In his enthusiasm for the state’s 
institutions of higher learning, Gover¬ 
nor Warren has appointed to the 
Board of Control men with the highest 
type of professional and business ex¬ 


perience and educational background 
available in Florida. 

In looking over this recrod, Florida’s 
parents and children, and their young¬ 
sters, will long have cause to remem¬ 
ber Fuller Warren with thanks and 
pride.

Safety Department 

Accident reports for the year 1949 show 
a marked improvement over the previous 
year. Our over-all accidents were reduced 
from 938 in 1948 to 746 in 1949, or a 21 
percent reduction. We have a frequency 
rate of 13.3 as compared to 19.5 for the 
previous year. 

This showing was made possible only 
through the splendid cooperation of the En¬ 
gineers and to increasing our inspection 
forces who have orders to cover their ter¬ 
ritories often enough to keep all employees 
safety-minded. 

We have had many favorable comments 
on our installation of blinker lights on certain 
pieces of our equipment, such as mowing 
machine tractors, patch trucks, semi-trailers 
and other vehicles that have to park or work 
on the highway. The majority of the public 
seems to recognize this red blinking-light 
more than anything we have found and it 
has done a great deal towards slowing down 
traffic as they pass our maintenance and 
construction crews while at work on the 
road. 

Several our our draw bridges that were 
not electrically equipped have already been 
wired. Some still need safety appliances and 
are being taken care of as fast as time will 
permit. 

We are at the present time checking all 
of our vehicle operators as to their reaction 
in case of an emergency stop and also the 
brake efficiency of the vehicle. The test is 
very effective in that it proves to the opera¬ 
tor that it takes twice as long to stop as one 
would think. We believe that when this 
check is completed our vehicle accidents will 
show a substantial decrease. 

Now that we have a first aid instructor 
within our department, who will devote his 
entire time to teaching first aid, we hope 
to have with every crew of men on the job 
at least one man who can handle a first-aid 
situation. 


Traffic and Planning Division 
Planning Section—Inventory and Mapping: 

Routine work on maps, charts, diagrams 
and various records has progressed more 
or less normally. 

Work has continued on preparing data for 
additions to the Federal Aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem. Maps and supporting data were com¬ 
pleted on 44 counties and submitted to the 
Bureau of Public Roads for approval. These 
proposed extensions amount to a total of 
1,381 miles. Of the remaining 23 counties 
only 10 have requested that the Federal Aid 
Secondary System be extended. These will 
be submitted to the Bureau in the near 
future. 

Federal Aid Primary Route No. 32 has 
been approved and runs along U. S. Route 
19 from the Georgia State line via Monti- 


cello to Capps, a distance of 18.1 miles. 
Maps and supporting data have been pre¬ 
pared on three additional Primary Routes 
and submitted to the Bureau of Public 
Roads for approval. These total 223 miles 
in length. 

Federal Aid Urban System: The Bureau 
approved the FAU System for the Jackson¬ 
ville area. The proposed FAU System for 
Ocala was submitted, and a second sub- 
mitttal was made adding to the Miami FAU 
System already proposed. 

In addition to other work the Field En¬ 
gineers have been making inventory sur¬ 
veys of roads to be placed under State 
maintenance on the Secondary System. 

Aerial Mapping: The finished Collier 
County map was sent to the Field Engineer 
for his final review and check. 

The drafting of the Nassau County map is 
approximately 35 percent complete. The 
radial control plots for Bradford and Union 
Counties were completed, and photo field 
control was begun in St. Lucie County. 

Road Life and Accounting: The routine 
operations consisted of recording cost rec¬ 
ords of construction and maintenance by 
Road Sections, assigning job numbers, and 
continuing the development of historical 
records on all construction for the purpose 
of carrying on Road Life Studies required by 
the Bureau of Public Roads. 

Further work was required in assigning 
Sections and Job Numbers for roads in the 


Secondary construction and maintenance 
program. 

Secondary Road Numbers have been de¬ 
termined and descriptions of these will be 
distributed in the near future. 

Finance: All routine monthly reports 
were prepared and submitted to the Bureau 
of Public Roads. The checking of street 
expenditures having been completed in the 
municipalities of West Florida last month, 
the work was continued in the North Flor¬ 
ida area. 

Traffic Section: 

Signs and Signals: Twenty-three field 
investigations were made and 16 reports 
were submitted. 

Routine Traffic Survey: Routine traffic 
recordings, mechanical and manual, have 
been carried on according to schedule. Elec¬ 
trically controlled machines have been 
hampered somewhat due to seasonal thun¬ 
der storms. 

Special Urban Surveys: The office 
analyses for the Gainesville survey has been 
completed and the report will be ready in 
the near future. 

Coding and office analyses is continuing 
for the Bradenton-Sarasota area and it is 
anticipated that this report may be com¬ 
pleted in May or June. 

Field work is continuing in the Clear- 
water-St. Petersburg area. It is expected 
that this work will be completed by May 15,

First District 

During the month of April the mainte¬ 
nance forces erected a most attractive sign 
in front of the District Office. This sign was 
painted by the Sign Shop in Lake City and 
portrays in color the area covered by the 
First District. It also informs the public 
that this Office supervises the maintenance 
of 1,840 miles of roads and 20 miles of 
bridges, and that the total area of the coun¬ 
ties included is 12,428 miles. Incidentally, 
this area is more than the State of Rhode 
Island, Delaware and Connecticut com¬ 
bined, and there are eight states that are 
smaller in area than the First District. 

Our 1950 Budget lists 81 projects on the 
Primary System and 26 projects on the 
Secondary System. In filling out the Progress 
Chart requested by the Department of 
Traffic and Planning we were able to show 
that the Plans and Surveys were complete 
on 47 jobs out of 107 or approximately 44 
percent. This, of course, included several 
of the smaller jobs and does not mean that 
we have completed that percentage of the 
year’s work on Plans and Surveys. 

Work is underway on the construction of 
prison camps in Pinellas and Hernando 
Counties which will materially increase our 
effectiveness and efficiency in the Tampa 
Bay area which is where the heaviest traffic 


is concentrated. These camps will be 
modeled after Big Pine Key. 

The following Jobs have recently been 
completed in this District: 0406-201 on SR 
72, which is located approximately 6 V 2 miles 
West of Arcadia, contractor L. L. Hall; 
1311-201 on SR 675, from SR 43 South of 
Parrish to SR 64, which included the con¬ 
struction of bridges and culverts by Coggin 
& Deermont; 0708-201 on SR 833, construc¬ 
tion of bridges and culverts by Hardee- 
Walker Construction Company near Devil’s 
Garden; 1600-106 access road from SR 600 
just East of Lake Alfred to the Citrus Ex¬ 
periment Station, completed by State Road 
Department forces under the direction of 
Mr. L. O. Hester, Maintenance Engineer; 
1600-107 access road to the Orange Festival 
Grounds in Winter Haven, accomplished by 
Polk Construction Company; 1613-202 on 
SR 60 located near Hesperides and con¬ 
structed by John A. Benton. 


Second District 

The largest and most important job to be 
started in the District during April is Job 
7207-208 on SR 5 from Bayard to South 
Jacksonville in Duval County. This job was 
originally designed as a 4-lane divided high¬ 
way section and the west lane was widened 
and resurfaced in 1947. The present contract 
awarded to Duval Engineering & Contract¬ 
ing Company in amount of $649,265.15 
covers the construction of the east lane of 


pavement. Construction will consist of re¬ 
grading; stabilizing; constructing an 8-inch 
Ocala Rock Base 24 feet 4 inches wide with 
Asphalt Concrete Surface Course, Type 1 
with Binder course 24 feet wide. To those 
affected by the extremely heavy traffic on 
this road, the completion of this contract will 
give immediate and sorely needed relief of a 
serious condition. At present this traffic is 
bottle-necked at Times Square in South 
Jacksonville; however, the completion of 
the Jacksonville Expressway will extend 
through Jacksonville the section relief that 
will be obtained by the construction of the 
above contract. This project welds another 
link in the long chain of projects to be con¬ 
structed toward the goal of a continuous 
4-lane divided highway from Miami to the 
Georgia State line. 

In addition to the above, construction 
work began during April on the following 
jobs: 

Job 2706-101(2), SR 127, Baker County. 
Construction of a bridge over the middle 
prong of St. Mary River. 

Job 2702-101 & 2911-101, SR 2 in Baker 
and Columbia Counties, construction of 
grade and small drainage structures. 

Job 7150-101, SR S-219, Clay County, 
work consists of grading and paving with 
sand-clay surface treated base from SR 100 
east of Keystone Heights to south for a 
length of one mile. 

Job 7152-150, SR S-214, Clay County, 
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work consists of 4 miles of grading and 
sand-clay surface treated base northwest 
from Lake Geneval. 

Job 3575-102, SR 409, Madison County. 

This work calls for grading, paving and 
draining, the pavement to be a 17-foot 
sand-clay base with a 16-foot surface treated 
surface coure. The job extends from Simians 
to the intersection of SR 14. 

Job 2975-104, SR 250, Columbia County. 
This is one of the “country-wide” farm-to- 
market roads in this county and will be con¬ 
structed by funds loaned to the county by 
the Florida State Improvement Commission. 
Work will consist of 10.735 miles of grading, 
paving and draining from Lake City to the 
Suwannee County line. The pavement type 
will be Ocala Rock Base with Surface Treat¬ 
ment. 

Job 2601-106, SR 25, Alachua County. 
This job is resurfacing work from SR 234 in 
Micanopy to the Marion County line, and 
consists of an Asphaltic Concrete Surface 
Course Type 1 on a Bituminous Leveling 
Course (plant mix). The length is 3 miles. 

Job 3105-103, SR 47, Gilchrist County. A 
bituminous surface treatment is to be applied 
to 17.769 miles of sand-sealed base from 
Trenton north. 

Job 3351-150, SR S-342, Lafayette Coun¬ 
ty. This work to consist of grading and 
draining 8.3 miles from SR 349 via Hatch- 
bend north and west to SR 349. 

Job 3403-101, SR 335, Levy County. 


Work to consist of clearing and grubbing, 
grading and installing drain pipes for a dis¬ 
tance of 5 miles southwest from Montbrook. 

Job 2619-101, SR 384, Alachua County. 
This job will provide a stabilized base from 
Poe Springs to SR 45 near High Springs. 

Jobs 7210-903 & 7219-901. SR A1A & 
212, Duval County. These jobs provide for 
revetment work around the bascule piers of 
the bridges over Pablo Creek. 

Job 2602-111, SR 20, Alachua County. 
Work to consist of widening Boundary Street 
in Gainesville with a municipal section from 
West Main Street north to Alabama Street 
and widening Alabama Street to the north 
city limits with a highway section.

In¬ 
dications are that the work for this District 
for 1950 may move out on schedule, which 
reflects a lot of good “ball-carrying” on the 
part of the Location and Drafting Room 
boys. 

Hubbard Construction Company, low bid¬ 
der on the Boggy Creek Road in Osceola 
County, is awaiting the official nod to begin 
work. The same for Ewell on the Inverness 
Overpass widening job. Craggs is all set on 
the Female Correctional Institute, north of 
Ocala, in Marion County. His contract con¬ 
sists of streets, parking areas and sidewalks.

cution of such affidavit so modified, shall be 
considered to have complied with the re¬ 
quirements of the affidavit prescribed by 
this section. (2) Chapter 26154, Special 
Laws of Florida, Acts of 1949, provides in 
part that any qualified elector in Pinellas 
County may change his party affiliation at 
any time prior to thirty days before any pri¬ 
mary election in the manner set forth in Sec¬ 
tion 1 of such Act. If such a person who 
has so changed his party affiliation since the 
1948 general election presents himself for 
voting for candidates of the party to which 
he has changed his affiliation in the 1950 
primary and is challenged in the manner set 
forth in Section 102.42, he will be consid¬ 
ered to have complied with the affidavit re¬ 
quirements of said section if he executes 
such affidavit modified to the extent of strik¬ 
ing therefrom the words “and at the last 
general election I did not vote for any nomi¬ 
nee of any other party.” (3) Under our elec¬ 
tion laws, specific provisions dealing directly 
or indirectly with instructions to election 
board officials appear to be confined to Sec¬ 
tion 99.24, as amended, and Section 99.54, 
Florida Statutes. Any instructions issued to 
them by either the supervisor of registration 
or the board of county commissioners should 
be confined to the following: (a) For the 
convenience of such election officials desig¬ 
nating various sections of the laws pertaining 
to their several duties, avoiding any attempt 
to construe such law. (b) Should the super¬ 
visor of registration or the board of county 
commissioners consider that any opinion of 
this office construing any of such laws may 
be of assistance to such election officials, 
copies thereof or the effect of the same may 
be given such officials, (c) If our courts 
have construed any of such laws, such rul¬ 
ings or the effect thereof may be delivered 
the election officials. There was excepted 
from the effects of the answer to 3, above, 
any instruction of election officials concern¬

One of the major planning projects this 
month was the bridge over Holmes Creek 
in Washington County to replace an existing 
ferry. 

Another major project for the month was 
plans for widening the narrow bridge over 
the Halifax Canal and constructing two 
more pedestrian underpasses on Ridgewood 
Avenue in Daytona Beach. 

A new method of redecking existing tim¬ 
ber bridges was tried out on a 3-span bridge 
in Jefferson County, which proved to be 
very satisfactory and will be used on other 
timber bridges in the future. Where the 
timber stringers are in good shape, a 4-inch- 
thick precast concrete slab will be bolted to 


the stringers instead of using timber planks, 
which require constant replacement. These 
slabs are placed under traffic, thus avoiding 
a costly detour. 

Permit applications and plans were sub¬ 
mitted to the U. S. Engineers for the con¬ 
struction of bridges across the Suwannee 
River on Road 6 in Columbia County, and 
across Sisters Creek on Heckscher Drive in 
Duval County. 

In addition to the above, additional check¬ 
ing of design for the Tampa Bay Bridges 
was done. 

Further progress was made on plans for 
the Overpass for the Ocala By-Pass, and for 
the bridge crossing the Intracoastal Water¬ 
way on Atlantic Avenue in Delray. 
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POLK COUNTY 
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GOVERNOR S MESSAGE 

(Continued) 

As an example of ways by which we’re 
paving the taxpayers’ money, let me tell you 
of another transaction by the State Cabinet. 
It was brought to our attention that the 
City of Tallahassee was pledged to con¬ 
tribute $250,000 toward the cost of the new 
$2,000,000 hospital at Florida A. & M. Col¬ 
lege for Negroes. The city had paid $150,- 
000 toward this pledge, but wasn’t due to 
put up its final $100,000 donation until 
March, 1951. But the contractor needed 
his money. 

One of Tallahassee’s three banks had of¬ 
fered to buy the City’s $100,000 note for 
$96,500. In other words, the bank was will¬ 
ing to make the loan at SV 2 percent interest. 
Why, we asked ourselves, shouldn’t we, as 
the Board of Education, buy the note our¬ 
selves as an investment for the school trust 
fund? There were no legal objections, so we 
did it, and actually saved the State $3,500 
for the school fund. 

Comptroller C. M. Gay also made good 
news last week in a talk before the Talla¬ 
hassee Kiwanis Club. Unfortunately, it was 
not widely printed. That is why I’d like to 
repeat it tonight. The Tallahassee Democrat 
quoted Mr. Gay as saying that the limited 
sales tax is working out much better than 
expected. The Comptroller also declared that 
he felt his original estimate of $40,000,000 


yearly would about stand up in the final 
tally of limited sales tax collections. 

As I look back over the past year and 
recall the staggering deficit that confronted 
the State Treasury last August, I think that 
the people of Florida should be grateful to 
the special session of the 1949 Legislature 
for almost erasing that deficit. It is a great 
satisfaction to me that this Administration 
was able to co-operate in so many ways with 
the Legislature. 

Among the many laws passed by the 
1949 Legislature, which this Administration 
sponsored, was the one creating a Racing 
Scholarship Fund for the University of 
Florida, Florida State University and A. & 
M. College. This law permits horse and 
dog tracks in Florida to put on one extra 
day of racing, with all of their net profits, 
plus the State’s share of the pari-mutual col¬ 
lections, going to this scholarship fund. 

I am happy to report to you that this 
fund now totals more than $150,000. Tin's 
means that many more young men and 
women in Florida can be helped next Fall 
to get a college education. Truly, this law 
will prove a boon to poor students struggling 
to get ahead in a highly competitive world. 

Earlier tonight I said that we had made 
progress in many fields of endeavor. Among 
them is the reduction of crime. Official sta¬ 
tistics of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
show that major crime in 28 Florida cities 
was cut down 8.8 percent in 1949, while 


crimes in the rest of the nation increased 4.5 
percent in 1949 over 1948. 

In addition, these 28 Florida cities had 
24,532 major crimes in 1949, as contrasted 
to 26,885 such offenses in 1948. This was a 
decrease of 2,353 in the total, which I con¬ 
sider an outstanding record. This is still too 
many crimes, but the figures indicate to me 
that we have the most law-abiding citizens 
of any state, and they give us reason to con¬ 
gratulate law enforcement officers on the 
fine job they are doing. 

In this connection, I should like to observe 
that we are making steady progress in com¬ 
batting juvenile delinquency. In 1945, 27 per¬ 
cent of all prisoners committed to Florida 
State prisons were boys and girls under 20 
years of age. In 1946, it was 23 percent. In 
1947, it was 24 percent, but by 1948 it had 
dropped to 19 percent. And in 1949, the 
percentage was still lower: only 17 percent 
of those committed were under 20 years of 
age. 

Our schools, our churches, our character- 
huilding organizations, our social welfare 
agencies—all share in the credit for the de¬ 
crease in juvenile delinquency in Florida. 
But there is still another organization—a State 
agency— that is doing great work along 
these lines. I refer to the Florida Children’s 
Commission. 

This Commission strives to co-ordinate 
youth services offered by both public and 
private sources. It consists of a state-wide 
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group of 27 members, 67 County Children's 
Committees with a total membership of more 
than 1,100, and a paid staff of five with 
offices in Tallahassee. 

No other State agency is made up of so 
many public-spirited citizens who receive no 
compensation for their work. Commission 
members are reimbursed for travel to and 
,from meetings, but the County Children's 
Committee members do not receive a single 
cent to reimburse them for travel, postage, 
sationery, or time devoted to the work. 

Last Fall, when President Truman wired 
a request that your Governor designate a 
group of citizens to prepare for Florida's 
participation in the Midcentury White 
House Conferences on Children and Youth, 
I immediately thought of the Florida Chil¬ 
dren’s Commission. They were happy to 
accept the responsibility, for the White 
House Conferences on Children are tradi¬ 
tional in our country. They have been held 
at 10-year periods since 1909, when Presi¬ 
dent Theodore Roosevelt called the first 
one. They are milestones of progress to¬ 
ward a better understanding of the prob¬ 
lems of youth. 

As our contribution to the Midcentury 
White House Conference, to be held in 
December, we are going to take a search¬ 
ing look at the way Florida’s children are 
growing up. Our report will be based on 
the replies to 16,000 questionnaires which 
the Children's Commission is preparing to 
distribute among the County Committees. 

Since your club, your fraternal order, 
your church or your professional society are 
interested in the well-being of children, may 
I suggest that you obtain one of these ques¬ 
tionnaires from your county’s Children Com¬ 
mittee. Discuss it, fill it out, and return it 
to your Children’s Committee. Your replies 
will help instruct Florida's delegates to the 
White House Conference. And you will 
have helped us provide for every Florida 
child a fair chance for a good personality 
and sound character. Again, I urge you to 
co-operate in this “Children’s Census.”

As I look over the record so far in 1950, I 
see only one dark blot—an appalling, horri¬ 
fying blot. In spite of all our efforts, traf¬ 
fic deaths in Florida are on the increase. In 
the first three months of 1949, 147 lives 
were lost on Florida highways. In the first 
three months of 1950, 243 persons were 
killed—an increase of 96 persons. This is 
shocking. This well may be Dunkerque in 
our continuing war against death on the 
roads, but we shall-we must—overpower 
this killer that lurks at the next intersection, 
the next crossroad. We may admit defeat in 
battles, but we haven’t lost the war. We can 


—we must—stop this highway slaughter. 

It strengthens my determination to carry 
on the work of the Governor’s Safety Coun¬ 
cil, which is handicapped only by a short¬ 
age of funds. . To that end, I want to enlist 
the co-operation of all newspapers and radio 
stations in Florida to make a special effort 
to impress upon their readers and listeners 
the vital necessity of safe driving. 

Of the fatal accidents so far this year, 35 
percent were attributed to speeding. I want 
to remind the 1,149,352 licensed automobile 
drivers of Florida of the State law which 
makes speeds of over 60 miles an hour in 
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■daylight and 50 miles per hour at night time, 
evidence in itself of reckless driving. 

I also would like to remind Florida mo¬ 
torists of the Priver Responsibility Law. It 
is to your advantage to call an officer when 
you have an accident, even though you may 
consider it a minor one. The Governor’s 
Safety Council or the Florida Highway 
Patrol, both with offices here in Tallahassee, 
will supply all law enforcement ageneies 
with accident report forms at no cost upon 
request. 

I also call upon all law enforcement 
agencies to furnish copies of all accident 
investigation reports to Florida Highway 
Patrol headquarters, so that they may 
formulate preventive measures. And I call 
upon the individual driver to consider his 
habits behind the wheel. 

Accidents don’t just happen. They are 
caused. Therefore, they can be prevented. 
We must become preventive-minded, rather 
than punishment-minded, because preven¬ 
tion removes the need of punishment. As 
Governor of Florida, as a public official, and 
as a fellow-motorist, I urge you to drive 
carefully—you may save a life. It might be 
yours! 

Highway Patrol To 
Check Cars In May 

Cars being driven on the highways 
of Florida in unsafe mechanical condi¬ 
tion were cited by Director H. N. 
Kirkman as the target of the Florida 
Highway Patrol’s May program of 
traffic safety education. 

“Keeping your car in good, safe re¬ 
pair,” Kirkman said, “is very similar to 
keeping your teeth in good condition. 
Everyone agrees that it is important, 
but when it comes to having a check¬ 
up it is far too easy to delay the in¬ 
spection until it ‘feels like there might 
be something wrong’.” 

That “something” when it comes 
down to the maintenance of your car, 
according to Kirkman, may result in 
a brake, light, or steering failure that 
could send you to the hospital—or 
worse. 


Of the 580 accidents that resulted 
in 678 deaths in Florida in 1949, an 
unsafe vehicle was involved in 36 of 
them. That amounts to more than 6 
percent of the total fatal accidents. 

The Florida Highway Patrol has as 
its slogan during this May program of 
traffic safety education, “Check your 
car . . . check accidents.” The project 
is sponsored on a national scale by the 
National Safety Council and in Flor¬ 
ida by the Florida Highway Patrol. 

“Unsafe car condition,” Kirkman 
said, “is extremely dangerous even 
when no other factor is involved. 
Couple bad brakes or an out-of-align- 
ment steering mechanism with speed 
too fast for conditions and you have 
all the ingredients of an accident—a 
bad one! 

“Check today for such weaknesses 
as: brakes that are not equalized, fail 
to hold, or that mush be jammed to 
the floor board; headlights that are 
aimed too high, too low, or are cock¬ 
eyed; and for tires with cuts and fabric 
breaks that might blow out at any 
time.”

REQUEST FOR LOWERING OF 
CULVERT ON ROAD 44 TO DRAIN FOND 
ON PRIVATE PROPERTY 

Mr. Drake presented to the Board the re¬ 
quest of a property Owner on Road 44 be¬ 
tween Leesburg and Sumpter County line, 
that a culvert pipe be located two feet in 
order that it might be used to drain a pond 
on his property. Following some discussion, 
on motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson, the Board agreed to grant this re¬ 
quest, provided the property owner will pay 
all costs involved in the lowering of the 
culvert and the wir/'sning and extending of 
the drainage ditch as may be found neces¬ 
sary by the Engineer, all construction to 
meet the minimum standard requirements of 
the Bureau of Public Roads.
